RECOVERS HIS MEMORY 


Prof. M. W. Harrington Found 
After 15 Years. 


Former Weather Chief Discov ered In 
Sanitarium by His Wife—frie nd s 
Thoug ht He Was Dead. 


Detroit, Mich., March 3.—Prof Mark 
Walrod Harrington, former member of 
the faculty of the University of Mich­ 
igan and for four years director of 
the United States w eather bureau at 
Washington, whose disap p earance 15 
years ago and subsequent reap p ear­ 
ance 
minus 
his 
memory 
attracted 
widespread attention, 
is living in re­ 
tirem ent at Lanesdale, Pa., accord­ 
ing to a letter received here by a 
friend. 
Few of his Detroit friends knew 
that he was still alive. 
The letter, 
written by the p rofessor’s wife, says 
his memory Is improving. 
His disap­ 
pearance is thought to have been due 
to a stroke of lightning. 
Born at Sycamore, 111., in 1848, he 
was educated at Evanston, 111., and 
graduated 
from 
the 
University 
of 
Michigan. 
In 1881, he became di­ 
rector of the United States weather 
bureau. 
In 1897, he retired to private 
life after two years as p resident of 
the W ashington State university. 
Then came liis disappearance. 
The

several years, until a man who was 
identified by Mrs. Harrington as her 
husband, was located in a sanitarium 
in New Jersey.

& Northern and Elg in, Joliet & E ast­ 
ern as the companies which had paid 
the rebates.

amou nt. 
The difference between the 
charg es actu ally collected and a roa 
g onable charg e was paid hack to the 
steel corporation owners of the stocks 
in the form of div idends, which rang ed 
from 25 per cent, to 200 per cent.
